The U.S. Department of Commerce has 
again updated its series of Market Share 
Reports which compare the export perfor- 
mance of U.S. goods in foreign markets 
with those from the 13 other major suppli- 
er nations. The reports identify trends in 
the value of exports from each of those 
suppliers and the U.S. share of that trade 
for about 1,500 manufactured products 
sold in 100 country markets from 1978 
through 1980.
